Should  the 
British  government  accept  the  mediation,  the 
negocialion  to  which  it  leads  will  be  held  at 
St.  Petersburg  'f’he  President  commits  it  to 


dues.  The  President  is  willing  to  agree  to 
either  alternative,  and  to  carry  it  into  effect 
by  the  most  eligible  regulations  that  can  be 
devised. 

If  the  first  alternative  is  adopted,  the  extent 
of  theproposed  exclusion  will  depend  on  the 
impediments  to  naturalisation,  on  the  efficacy 
of  die  regulations  to  prevent  imposition,  and 
the  fidelity  of  their  execution.  The  greater 
the  difficulty  in  acquiring  the  right  ofcilizen- 
.ship,  theeasier  will  it  be  to  avoid  imposition, 
and  the  more  complete  the  desired  exclusion. 
The  law  of  the  last  session  of  Congress  rela- 
tive to  seamen  proves  how  sincerely  desirous 
the  Legislative  as  well  as  Executive  branch  of 
our  government,  is  to  adjust  this  controversy 
on  conditions  which  may  be  satisfactory  to  G. 

made  indispensa- 
ble for  every  British  subject  who  may  hereaf- 
ter become  a citizen,  to  reside  five  years  wrh- ! 
out  intermission  within  the  United  States,  5c 
so  many  guards  are  imposed  to  prevent  frauds, 
that  it  seems  to  be  impossible  that  they  should 
be  eluded.  No  British  subject  can  be  em- 
ployed in  a public  or  private  ship  of  the  U.  S. 
unless  he  produces  to  the  commander  in  one 
instance,  and  to  the  collector  in  the.  other,  a 
certified  copy  of  the  act  by  which  he  became 
naturalised.  A list  of  the  crew,  in  the  case  of 
a private  ship,  must  be  taken,  certified  and 
recorded  by  the  collector,  and  the  consuls  or 
commercial  agents  of  Great  Britain  may  object , 
to  any  seamen,  and  attend  the  investigation  — 

I he  commander  of  a public  ship  receiving  a 
person  not  duly  qualified  shall  forfeit  a thou- 
sand dollars,  and  the  cammander  or  owner  of 
a private  ship,  knowing  thereof,  five  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  ; 
one  half  to  the  informer  and  one  half  to  the 
United  States  It  is  also  made  penal,  punish- 
able as  a felony  by  imprisonment  and  labor 
from  three  to  five  years,  or  by  fine,  from  five 
hundred  to  one  thousand  dollars,  for  any  per- 
son to  forge  or  counterfeit,  or  to  pass,  or  use 
any  forged  or  counterfeited  certificate  ofeiti- 
zenship,  or  to  sell  or  dispose  of  one. 

It  may  fairly  be  presumed  that  if  this  law 
should  be  carried  into  effect,  it  would  exclude 
all  Britisli  seamen  from  our  icrvice. 

By  requiring  five  years  cunlinuecl  residence 
in  the  United  Stales,  as  the  condition  of  citi- 
zenship, tew  if  any  British  seamen  would  ever 
take  advantage  of  it.  Such  as  had  left  Great 
Bi  itain,  and  had  resided  five  years  in  the  coun- 
try, would  be  likely  to  abandon  the  sea  for- 
ever^ And  by  making  it  the  dnty  of  the  Com- 
manders of  our  public  and  of  the  collectors,  in 
the  case  of  private  ships,  to  require  an  autlien- 
ticated  copy  from  tlie  clerk  of  the  court,  be- 
fore which  a British  subject,  who  offered  his 
sei  vice,  had  been  naturalized,  as  indispensable 
to  his  admission,  and  highly  penal  in  tither  to 
Uke  a person  not  duly  qualified,  and  by  allow 
il^also  British  agents  to  object  to  any  one 
offering  his  .service,  and  to  prosecute  by  suit 
tlie  commander  or  collector,  as  the  case  might 
be,  for  receiving  an  impoper  person,  it  seems 
to  be  impossible  that  such  should  be  rcceiv. 
cd. 

If  the  second  alteration  is  adopted  ; that  is, 
if  all  native  British  subjects  are  to  be  hereaf- 
ter excluded  from  our  s Tvice,  it  is  important 
that  the  stipulation  providing  for  it  should 
operate  so  as  not  to  affect  those  who  have  been 
already  naturalized.  By  our  law  all  the  rights 
of  natives  are  given  to  naturalized  citizens.— 
It  IS  contended  by  some  that  these  complete 
rights  do  not  extend  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
United  Slates ; that  in  naturalizing  a foreign- 
er, no  state  can  absolve  him  from  the  obliga- 
tion wliicli  he  owes  to  his  former  government, 
and  that  he  becomes  a citizen  in  a qualified 
sense  only  1 hindoctnne,  if  true  in  anv  case, 
IS  less  applicable  to  the  United  States  than  to 
any  other  power.  Expatriation  seems  to  be  a 
n.ilur  I right,  and  by  the  original  character  of 
our  institutions,  founded  by  compact,  on  prin- 
ciple, and  particularly  by  the  unqualified  in- 
vestment of  the  adopted  citizen  with  the  full 
righu  of  the  native,  all  that  the  United  States 
could  do,  to  place  him  on  the  same  footing,  has 
been  done.  In  point  of  interest,  the  object  is 
ol  little  importance  to  either  party  The 
number  to  be  affected  by  the  stipulation  is  in- 
considerable : nor  can  that  be  a cause  of  sur- 
prise,  when  the  character  of  that  class  of  men 
IS  considered.  It  merely  happens  that  a sea- 
man who  settles  on  a farm,  or  engages  in  a 
trade,  and  pursues  it  for  any  length  of  time, 
returns  to  sea  His  youthful  days  are  exhaus- 
ted in  his  first  occupstion.  He  leaves  it  with 
regret  and  adopts  another,  either  in  conse- 
quence of  marrage,  of  disease,  or  as  an  asylum 
tor  age.  ' 


British  8c.imeiT  from  our  service,  with  the  re- 
gulations for  carrying  it  into  effect,  be  made 
reciprocal : the  President  desires  that  you 
make  a provision,  authorizing  the  United 
States,  if  they  should  be  so  disposed,  to  dis- 
pense with  the  obligations  imposed  by  it  on 
.American  citizens  The  liberal  spirit  of  our 
Government  and  laws  is  unfriendly  to  restraints 
on  our  citizens,  such  at  least  as  arc  imposed 
on  British  subjects  from  becoming  members 
of  other  societies  This  has  been  shewn  in  the 
law  of  the  last  session  relative  to  seamen,  to 
which  your  particular  allenllon  has  been  al. 
ready  drawn.  This  provision  may  likewise  be 
reciprocated  if  desired. 

The  President  is  not  particularly  solicitous 
that  either  of  these  alternatives  (making  the 
proposed  reservation  in  case  the  latter  be) 
should  be  preferred.  To  secure  the  United 
States  against  impressment  he  is  willing  to  a 
dopt  either.  He  expects  in  return  that  a clear 
and  distinct  provision  shall  be  made  ag-ains'. 
the  practice.  The  precise  form  iu  which  it 
may  be  done  Is  not  insisted  on,  provided  the 
import  is  explicit.  .All  that  is  required  is, 
that  in  consideration  of  the  act  to  be  per- 
formed on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  the 
British  Government  shall  stipulate  in  some 
adequate  manner,  to  terminate  or  forbear  Oio 
practice  of  impressment  from  American  ves- 
aels. 

It  has  l^en  suggested  as  an  expedient  mode 
^^jnstiDent  ot  this  controversy  thftt! 
British  cruisers  should  have  a right  to  search 
our  vessels  for  British  seamen,  hut  that  the 
Commanders  thereof  should  be  subjected  to 
imnalties,  in  case  they  made  mistakes,  and  took 
irom  them  American  citizens  By  this  the 
British  Government  would  acquire  the  riglit 
of  search  for  seamen,  with  that  ..f  impressing 
from  our  vessels  the  subjects  of  all  other  pow- 
ers. It  tyill  not  escape  y-ur  attention,  that  by- 
admitting  the  right,  in  any  case,  we  give  up 
the  principle,  and  leave  the  door  open  to  every 
kind  of  abuse-  The  same  objection  is  appli- 
cable to  any  and  every  other  arrangement, 
which  withholds  the  respect  due  to  our  flag 
by  not  allowing  it  to  protect  tlie  crew  sailing 
under  it.  ® 

If  the  first  alternative  should  be  adopted,  it 
will  follow  that  none  of  the  British  seamen 
who  may  be  in  the  United  States  at  the  lime 
the  treaty  takes  effect,  and  who  shall  not  have 
become  citizens,  will  be  admitted  into  our 
service,  until  they  acquire  that  right.  ’ 

If  the  second  is  adopted,  the  number  of  na- 
tive British  seamen,  who  have  been  naturaliz, 
ed,  and  will  be  admissible  into  our  service, 
will  not,  it  is  believed  exceed  a few  hundred, 
all  others  who  may  be  in  the  United  States  at 
the  time  the  treaty  takes  effect,  or  who  may 
arrive  afterwards,  will  be  excluiled 

As  a necessary  incident  to  an  adjustment  on 
the  principle  of  either  alternative,  is  is  expect- 
ed that  all  -American  seamen,  who  have  heeu 
impressed,  will  be  discharged,  and  that  those 
who  have  been  naturalised,  under  the  British 
laws,  by  compulsive  service,  will  be  permitted 
lo  withdraw. 

I have  to  repeat  that  the  great  object  which 
you  have  to  secure,  in  regard  to  impi-essment, 
is,  that  our  flag  shall  protect  the  crew,  and 
providing  for  this  in  a satisfactory  manner, 
that  you  are  authorised  to  secure  G.  Britain 
effectually  against  the  employment  of  her  sea- 
men in  the  service  of  the  United  States.  This 
it  is  believed  would  be  done  by  the  adoption 
of  either  of  the  above  alternatives,  and  tlie  ap- 
plication to  that  which  may  be  adopted,  of 
the  checks  containetl  in  the  law  of  the  last  ses- 
sion relative  to  seamen ; in  aid  of  which  it 
will  always  be  in  the  power  of  Great  Britain 
to  make  regulations  operating  in  her  own 
pewts,  with  a view  to  the  same  effect.  To  ter. 
minate,  however,  this  controversy  in  a nianncL- 
satisfactory  to  both  parties,  the  President  is 
willing,  should  other  checks  be  suggested  as 
likely  to  be  more  effectual,  consistent  with 
the  spirit  of  our  constitution,  that  you  should 
adopt  them.  The  strong  feature  of  the  first 
alternative  which  authorises  the  naturaliza- 
tion of  seamen,  requires  their  continued  resi- 
dence in  the  United  States  for  five  years,  as 
indispensible  to  the  attainment  of  that  right. 
Ill  ca^  this  alternative  be  adopted,  the  Presi- 
dent is  willing,  for  exomple,  to  secure  a com. 
pliance  w-ith  that  condition,  to  make  it  theduty 
ol  each  alien,  who  may  be  desirous  to  become  a 
citizen,  to  appear  in  court  every  year,  for  the 
term  of  five  years,  till  Ins  right  shall  be  com. 
pleted.  This  example  is  given,  not  as  a limi- 
7““''  power ; for  to  the  exclusion  of 
British  seamen  from  our  service,  no  repug- 
nance is  felt.  To  such  exclusion  the  arnica- 
hie  adjustment  of  this  controversy  with  Grexf 
Britain  aflbrds  a strong  motive,  but  not  tlie 
only  one.  His  a growing  sentiment  in  the  U. 
States,  that  they  ought  to  depend  on  their  own 
population,  for  the  supply  of  their  ships  of  war 
and  merchant  service ; experience  has  shewn 
that  It  IS  an  abundant  resource  In  express’- 
mg  this  sentiment,  you  will  do  it  in  a manner 
to  inspire  more  fully  a confidence,  that  the  ar- 
rangement which  you  may  enter  into,  will  bo 
carried  faitlifully  into  effect,  without  derogat. 
ing,  however,  from  the  conciliatory  spirit  of 
the  accommodation. 


.A  strong  desire  has  heretofore  been  express, 
ed  by  the  British  government  to  obtain  of  the 
united  Slates  an  arrangement  to  prevent  ilie 
desertion  of  British  seamen,  when  in  our  ports 
and  It  cannot  be  doubted,  that  a stipulation  to 
that  effect  would  ba  highly  satisfactory,  as 
well  as  useful  to  Great  Britain.

1 he  impressment  of  our  seamen  and  illegal 
blockades,  as  exemplified  more  particularly  in 
the  orders  in  council,  were  the  principal  caus- 
es of  the  war.  Had  not  Great  Britain  persever- 
ed obstinately  in  the  violation  of  these  impor- 
tant rights,  the  war  would  not  have  been  de- 
clared. It  will  cease  as  soon  as  these  rights 
arc  respected.  The  proposition  made  by  Mr. 
Russell  to  the  British  government  immediate- 
ly after  the  war.  and  the  answer  given  by  this 
department  to  Admiral  Warren’s  letter  since, 
shew  the  ground  on  which  the  United  States 
were  willing  loatljust  the  controversy  relative 
lo  impressment. 

This  has  been  further  evinced  by  a report 
of  the  committe  of  Foreign  Relations  of  tlie 


that  no  native  British  subject,  who  mav  here- 
after  become  a citizen,  sliall  be  employed  in 
our  public  or  private  ships,  their  exclusion 
will  violate  no  right.  These  who  might  be- 
coine  Citizens  afterwards  would  acquire  the 
right ; subject  to  that  condition,  and  would  be 
bound  by  H.  To  such  a stipulation  the  Pres- 
ident IS  willing  to  assent,  altho’  he  w6uld 
much  prefer  the  alternative  of  restraints  on 
naturalization  ; and  to  prevent  frauds  and  to 
carry  the  same  fully  into  effect,  you  are  au- 
thonzw  to  employ  all  the  restraints  & checks, 
w ith  the  necessary  modifications,  to  suit  the 
case,  that  are  provided  in  the  act  above  re- 
cited, relative  to  seamen,  for  tlie  purposes  of 
that  act. 

In  requiring  that  the  stipulation  to  exclude 


ittln  a satisfactory  arrangement  of  the 
difference  relating  to  iinpi-essmcnt.  The  claim 
is  not  inadmissable,  especially  as  the  United 
States  have  a reciprocal  iiuer-st  in  the  resto- 
ration of  deserter.,  from  -American  vessels  in 
British  ports.  You  may  therefore  agree  to  an 
article,  such  as  hath  been  hei-etofore  authoriz- 
ed by  the  United  States,  which  siiall  make  it 
the  duty  of  each  party  to  deliver  them  up. 

Of  the  right  of  the  United  States  to  be  ex- 
empt from  the  degrading  practice  of  impress- 
ment, so  much  has  been  aheadv  said,  8c  with 
such  ability,  that  it  would  be  useless,  especial- 
ly to  you,  who  are  otherwise  so  well  acquaint- 
ed with  it,  to  dilate  on  its  merits.  I must  ob- 
serve, however,  that  the  practice  is  utterly  re- 
pugnant  to  the  law  of  nations  ; that  it  is  sup- 
ported  by  no  treaty  with  any  nation  : that  it 
was  never  acquiesced  in  by  any;  and  that  a 
submission  to  it  by  the  United  Stales,  would 
be  the  abandonment,  in  favor  of  Great  Britain, 
of  all  claim  to  neutral  riglils,  and  of  all  other 
rights  on  the  ocean. 

This  practice  is  not  founded  on  any  bellige. 
rent  right.  Fhe  greatest  extent  to  which  the 
bcIligerenS'  claim  has  been  carried,  over 


v.egseU  of  neutral  nations,  la,  to  board,  lake 
from  them,  persons  in  the  land  and  sea  service 
of  an  enemy,  contraband  of  war,  an  enem>*s 
property  All  nations  agree  respectinjr  ihr 
two  first  articles,  but  there  has  been  and  still 
exists  a diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  last.  On 
that  and  other  questions  of  considerable  im- 
Jiortance,  disputes  have  arisen  which  are  jet 
unsettled.  The  Empress  Catharine  ot  Russia, 
a distinguished  advocate  oi  ju^t  principles, 
placed  herself  in  1780  at  the  head  of  ntutral 
uat'  >ns,  in  favor  of  a liberal  construction  of 
their  rights,  and  her  successors  have  generally 
followed  Ikt  example  In  all  the  discussions 
on  these  topics,  wi  find  nothing  ol  the  Rri*ish 
cU'm  to  impressment ; ni*  acknowledgment  o! 
it  in  any  treaty,  or  proof  of  stihmissinn  .o  it  by 
any  power.

U|)on  which  subject  wise  and  virtuous 
prelates  and  man)  corporations  and  se- 
rious persons,  both  ecclesiastical  and 
secular,  have  represented  to  me  that  it 
was  owing  lo  this  tribunal  that  Spain  was 
not  coiilaminaicd  in  the  16th  ccnuiiy 
with  the  errors  that  caused  so  much  af- 
fliction in  other  kingdoms,  the  nation 
flouiishing  at  that  time  in  all  kinds  of 
literature,  in  great^en,  in  hcliriess  and 
virtue.  .And  that  one  of  the  priiiripal 
means  employed  by  the  oppressor  of  Eu- 
rope, in  order  lo  sow  corruption  and  dis- 
coid, IVoin  which  he  derived  so  many  ad- 
vantages, was  to  destroy  it  under  pre-l 
teiice  that  the  light  of  the  age  could  not  | 
bear  its  continuance  any  longer;  andj 
which,  afterwards,  the  self-styled  Gene- 
ral Cories  with  the  same  pretence,  and 
that  of  the  Constitution  which  they  had 
tumultuously  framed,  annulled  to  the 
great  sorrow  of  the  nation.

my  august  predccessoi  s the  pontiff  gave 
to  it,  and  the  royal,  which  the  kings  grant- 
ed lo  it,  observing  in  the  exercise  of  both 
the  ordinances  by  which  they  were  gov- 
erned in  1808,  and  the  laws  and  proces-

As  besides  these  provisions  it  mav  per- 
naps  be  suitable  toado|)t  other  ; and  my 
intentions  being  to  improve  this  establish- 
ment that  the  greatest  utility  may  arise 
to  my  subjects  from  it,  1 wish  liiat  as  soon 
as  the  Council  of  Inquisition  shall  meet,

Royal  Council,  both  of  which  I shall  nom- 
inate, should  examine  the  form  and  mode 
of  proceeding  in  the  causes  appertaining 
to  the  Holy  Office,  and  the  method  estab- 
lished lor  the  censure  and  prohibition  of 
hooks;  and  if  their  should  be  found  any 
thing  in  it,  contrary  to  the  good  ofmy  sub- 
jeers,  and  the  upright  a(lniini«traiion  of 
justice,  or  that  ought  lo  he  altered,  it 
shall  be  proposed  to  me,  that  1 may  de- 
termine what  shall  be  proper.  This  is 
conin  iinicalcd  tor  your  infoiination,  and 
of  whom  it  may  concern.
